Schultz had returned to their homes 
and did not leave until last Mon- 
day.

ment association-consulted farmers 
on this point, and decided to add the 
census .report on. crops, two-thirds 
of the dairy and animal output, 70

Discovery ot. the tragedy was made 


by John Diverlein.. of Ellenvllie, while 
on a shooting trip. Dlverlein, while 
tramping through the woods, saw the 
body of the man crumpled up In a 
ledge of rocks at tbe base of a high 
cliff 
It took half.an hour's arduous 


work to reach it. The hunter found 
that one of the legs of the dead man 
had been broken and there also was 
a, severe cut on. the head. 


Broken twigs and occasional signs 


of blood showed Diverlein that, the vic- 
tim., after ihe'aceident. had attempted 
to drag himself .to- a camp or to some 
place wliere he could attract aid. But 
the injuries overcame him, and when 
he revived it was only to face slow 
death, by starvation. 


The wounds were not suJBclent to 


have caused death, and It is believed 
that lack ot food and water, rather than 
of, 
medical 
attention, 
killed 
the 


man 
The body was greatly emaciat- 


ed, and several days, it is believed 
elapsed between the fall and the time 
when death mercifully ended his ter- 
rible sufferings. 


The. dead.,man's, gun -was found on 


broad smile, to attend his own funeral. 
Thompson was supposed to have-lost 
his life in the recent gale which swept 
the Great Lakes.
